RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED 

The resolutiong were prevented 
by Williem Lacy, president of the 
local chamber as head of the reso- 
lutions committee, and adopted 
without argument by the western 
division as recommendations for 
action by the United States cham- 
ber at its annual meeting in the 
spring. 

The matter of reforestation wae 
presented in one resolution, which 
asked that the Federal govern- 
ment appropriate funde te carry 
out the provisions of the various 
forestry acts, especially the Clarke- 
McNary Act. and that changes 
should be made in Federal’ tan 
tion so as to encou the prac- 
tice of reforestation. Also “it is 
the recommendation of this meet- 
ing that the importance of forestry 
in California should be pointed out 
to the Federal government in con- 
sidering the establishment of fu- 
ture Federal forest experiment sta- 
tions.”’ 

It also was recommended that 
the agricultural bureau of the na- 


tional organization enter into com- 


munication with lecal chambers 
commerce, farm organigations, te., 
to determine upon a standard form 


bring out the basic problems as 
they exist regionally. 

Under irrigation problems, it 
was recommended that “where the 
source of water supply is an inter- 
State stream, Federal government 
funds should not be t on rec- 
lamiation projects within any one 
of the States until there has been 
a determinatior to a material ex- 
tent by agreement or otherwise of 
the relative rights of the States to 
the waters of the stream.” 


NATIONAL PARKS 

“The Federal government should 
adopt a définite and systematic

LITTLE DIFFERENCE

ing gestures of hurried drivers. 
The other car never exceeded the

Figueroa street and Manchester 
avenue, a distance of 10.9 mies, 
showed a @ifference of three min- 
utes in favor of the fast driver:

of 11.2 miles, gave the fase driver 
an advantage of two minutes.

The 
emall gain he makes at the end 
of the trip does net compensate 
for the extra expenditure of gaso- 
line. the wear on brake-linings,

dents. 


“A taxi company in Chicago 
turned out 100 of its drivers to 
make a test on this very subject. 
Their conclusion was that no time 
was gained by and dodging 
paround in the trafic, Our tests 
were made to see how the same 
thing applied in Los Angeles. 


NOTHING GAINED 

“We betleve that the solution of 
traffic co tion rests in maintaia- 
ing a centinueys stream of ve- 
hicies. With all cars moving for- 
ward at a uniform pace traffic ls 
much more easily handied. The 
excited driver, who weaves in and 
out, seeking to pass cars and slip 
by crossing lige, gains no : 
advantage ver the continuous 
stream, while he merely bungles 
the whele thing and causes him- 
self to achieve an irritable tem- 
bera ment. 

“Before the police department 
began its cam n against speed- 
ers many people thought they were 
making exceptionally fast time 
from home to the office by eprint- 
ing between intersections. Since 
the campaign began they have 
dropped to the speed indicated by 
the Auto Club signs and have not 
tried to plifer that extra five 
miles that they believe is allowed 
them. And they have all been 
surprised when they learned that 
the time of the trip is practically 
the same.
